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Appropriate questions to ask about each entering class, about students in 
general and about the college itself are presented as potential sub(ects of 
institutional research. A program suggested for the eyaluati^on and analysis of 
student achievement at the funior college includes data to be gathered from students 
on entrance to the institution, at the end of each semester, and at graduation or 
termination. It suggests an analysis of the graduating class and terminating students, 
and the effects of various factors.
